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M. Deficiencies 

During the past year, the DD/S&T has continued a 
vigorous R&D program subject to certain limitations 
because of budgetary considerations. Personnel ceilings 
and need^ for highly skilled and professional types will 
continue to present problems which are not insurmountable 
for DD/S&T but the impact of which cannot be ignored. 

The use of external contractual agreements with national 
laboratories has been of great assistance to the efforts 
of OSI and FMSAC in dealing with analytical problems in 
the missile, space, and nuclear fields (See Section Gl).
